the nights longeſt, at which time he began his 
$oztherne pꝛogreſſe towards his Equator. 
This quarter is of it owne nature cold & date, 
at which time the earth is at reſt, and ceaſeth 
, WI to bzing foꝛth, p it may gather together again, 
nud recouer ß loft ſtrength againſt Summer: 
tom whence Winter moſt commonly bindeth 
the earth, which it warmeth x couereth with 
| Wl ſnow as with a garment, and refceſheth it with 
|

toze of raine. Jo2 ſnow and ice are comfoꝛ⸗ 
table to cozne and fruite, and bzingeth plentie 
call things. And after the S un hath accom⸗ 
| ped his laſt degrees vnder Aquarius and 
ces, he apeneth the earth with new d plea- 
lant gales of winde, and pꝛepareth the Spꝛing 
time. And this is the generall and pꝛoper tem⸗ 
perament oz moderation of euery Quarter of 
the yeare,which is always to be conlidered in 
Peteozologie, leſt that we ſpeake of flowers 
in Minter, and of ice in dummer. 
The Diſeaſes incident vnto this Quarter 
42 are 
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are ſuch as accompaie old age oz dotage: viz, 
the aout, Sciatica, trembling of the iopnts, 
bleare eyes, the cough, the (fone and ſtrangu⸗ 
rp, the cramp, Palſie, the ſhzinking of the i 
newes , dꝛopſtes, and all cold diſeaſes that 
comes by want of blood. 

Of the Spring, 

The Spꝛing beginneth at the Dunnes en, 
france into the firſt minute of Aries, making 
then p days x nights of a like length thꝛough⸗ 
out the whole woꝛld, which ſhall be this peare 
the rt of Parch. This Quarter is by nature 
hot and moiſt. Foꝛ then the Sun is both come 
nearer vnto his Uerticall point, and alſo te 
ſtarres ofa hoter nature, cauſing thereby the 
dzier winds to blow, of which ſozt is Sublola- 
nus and Fauonius, called the Weſt windes, 
wherewith ſuperfluous humours are waſted 
conſumed, the ſ&@d connentently ſowne , and 
the ground ſtirred and made fit to bzing foꝛth; 
which ſetteth foz ward tres, vines, flowers 4 
leaues, and bedecketh the earth with graſſe x 

herbs. But becauſe the new and tender co2ne 
lately ſpꝛang vp requireth moiſtening how- 
ers, there ariſeth in the moꝛning with the Sun 
Pleiades, Hy ades and Orion, and in the eue⸗ 
ning Arcturus tempeſtuous and moiſt Tarres, 
which ſtirre vp raine and moiſt winds. At the 
length the Dunne coming to Gemini; moueth

The Diſeaſes of this Quarter are ſuch as 
are incident vnto infancie, which be theſe that 
follow, v1z. the (mall pocks; ,meaſels,ſquinan- 
tie, morbus regius, ſhingles, ring-wozmes oz 
tetters, Saint Anchonies fire, the watertags, 
the froſgan,ſcabs.,itchings, the ſellon, pulhes, 
inflammations, hot agues, and ſuch lie. 

Ot the dummer. 

Summer beginneth at the Suns ingrefſe 
into the firſt minute of the No2therne 4 Tro⸗ 
picall ſigne Cancer, which will be the xitzof 
zune. Chis Quarter is by nature hot and dap, 
at whoſe beginning there ariſeth ! relepe , f- 
(eli, and other fired ſtarres afa moiſtning vex- 
tue, from whence by the Suns acceſſe is ſtix⸗ 
red vp raine, to bꝛing fo2zward coꝛns and other 
fruit. But after that the things growing from 
the earth haus attained a iuſt increaſe, and 
by heate wareth toward maturatian andxipe- 
neſſe, the Sun appꝛoching the hot ſigne Leo, 
there ariſeth Syrius and Procyon, which are 
tarres of a hot. conſtellation: therefoze great 
heate is ſtirred vp, to the tempering whereof 
the Etheſtan winds blow in the day time. Af- 
terward the @unue coming to Virgo, the ſaid 
heate is mitigated by little and little, and at 
the riſing of Arctuxus it bzingeth raine.

Autumne beginneth the 14 of September, 
when the Sunne entreth into the firff minnte 
ofthe Equinoctiall ſigne Libra, making then 
the nights equall with the dayes. This qua 
fer is by nature cold and dꝛie. Foz the heat 
"ceaſeth with the Dummer palled. And al 
though plentifall ſhowers do then fall, ſo that 
the vintage is then abundant, and the Winter 
ſ@d-time made moꝛe commodious: pet not- 
withſtanding the remaining heate of the aire, 
which by the Sunnes accefſe to hot ſtarres in 
Sagictarius) is fomewhat increaſed , and the 
moiſture of the earth dzawne vp, the ground 
cheriſhed and pꝛepared fo> the Mimter fol- 
wing, left cold coming of a ſodaine, might 
hurt the fed and Winter coꝛne. 

Lhe Diſeaſes of this quarter are crudities 
and rawnefle of the ſtomache, ſurfettings, 
paines in the back, darknes in the ſight,verti- 
g. oꝛ turning of the bꝛain, head-ach,retention 
of vane; canker, fiſftulaes;enteroids,the ſtone,

In Febzuary beginneth always toLeap- 
yeare,which is euer thus found: 


Annus partiri per partes quat nor æquas, 

Cem poterit Oomam. Biſſext us adeſſe docet ur. 

And this ws2d Biſſext le is deriued of Bis 
and ſextus becanſe the ſirt day befoze the Cas 
lends of March (fo2 which the letter E ſer⸗ 
ueth)ts twice repeated 02 reckonsd, which in⸗ 
ded is the 24 day of Febzuarie , vpon which 
day the Feaſt of Saint Matthias commouly 
falleth, if it be not Leap - peare, | 

Ot che parts of the yeate. 

The yeare is twofold, that is fo ſay, tom⸗ 
mon, containing 365 days, 6 houres and » mi- 
nutes; and Bi ſlextile containing 366 daes. 
And it is to be noted, that theſe 6 heures afoꝛa⸗ 
ſaid being foure times doubled, doe make one 
whole day euerꝑ fourth yeare ts be put into 
the Calendar: which day is ſo placed in the 
Leap-yeare, that in the end of the moneth of 
Febauarie, that is ta ſap, the ſixt of the Cas 
lends, rs twice numbzed. By which reaſon 
Febzuarie is increaſed one day euerp Leaps 
pears. And then the firſt of thole two Domini- 
tall letters of the peare ſerueth vntill the 24 of 
Feb2uarie,and the ſecoad ſerusth from thence 
vntill the end of the peare. Furthermoze, 
thoſe 8 minutes aboue remembzed, after 120 
IS 4 peares 
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yeares makes one day. Which (being not ob, 
ſerned) doth cauſe the Solffices and Equino⸗ 
>tals after enery 120 peares to go backs one 
day. And vnleſſe this erro2 bs co:recev, we 
ſhall in pꝛoceſſe of time haue Chaitmas 
(which at the beginning felt in the inter 
Solftice, from which it is now remaued al⸗ 
moſt 15 dapes) in the Spꝛingtime, and Pid⸗ 
ſummer in Autumne: and ſo at the length 
there will be an inuerſe and pꝛepoſterous oꝛ⸗ 
der of the Feaſts and tines. But how -conue- 
niently this map be dene, J leaue to the lear⸗ 
ned to iudge vpon. 
Ot the Etliples this yeare 1624. | 
There wil be fine Eclipſes of the two lights 
this peare that is to ſay, thꝛœ of the Bun, and 
two ofthe Bone. Two whereof, that is ts ſay 
of the Bite, will be onely viſible in our Ys- 
tizonzthe other th2x of the Dunne, wih he ſ&n 
vfthem beyond the Seas. The firlt Eclipſe 
ofthe one will appeare to vs here in Cn? 
Aland! vpon the 24 day of March, at 6 ofthe 
clocke and 30 minutes in the afternwne.

Ch ziſt Zeſus, and ſo abandon all affections of 
the fleſh. 

In Septuageſima (which is alwayes the 
third Sabbath befoze Shꝛoueſundap) from 
which, vntill the Dctaues aſter Eafter, the ſo⸗ 
lemmzing of martage is by the Canon lawes 
fozbidden. The reaſon whereof is giuen, ko: 
that all this time vntill Eaſter, is a time of 
mourning fo the fall of Adam, and fo2 the mi⸗ 
ſery of man thereof eniuing. And Eaſter with 
the Daauzs therecf1s a time of Chꝛiſts gloꝛi⸗ 
fication,and ſo ot ours alſo in hin,fo2 wa 
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v him our conqueſt ouer death and fin. an 
that therefoze all carnall affection ought (dy 
ring that ſpace)to be wholy moꝛtiſied in vs. 

In Rogarion, ſo termed becauſe of the ſ 
tiall deuotion of pꝛaper and faſting, then en 
topned by the Church to all men, fo2 a p2epy 
ratiue to the ioyfull remembzance of *Chtei 
glozous aſcending, and the deſcending of the 
holy Ghoſt in the fozme of clonen tongues 
ſhoztly after. And in thatreſpec the ſolemnj; 
zation of carnal matrimonis is foꝛbidden fron 
the firlt day of the ſaid weeke vntill Triniti 
Sunday.

IU rig 
And Aftrotogers ſay, that if the firſt night in 
January be faire. that is to ſay,without wind 
and raine,the entring years ſhall be god; but 
if it be windie, and the wind in the Caſt, cat⸗ 
tell ſhall die; but if the wind be in the Ueſt, 
Kings ſhall die ; if the wind be in the South, 
it ſignifies great moztalitie, but if it be in the 
Nozth,it ſignifies barrenaeſſe.
